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Requests Change 
in Zoning Laws 


F. E. Cheever, Denied Permit 
to Build, Appeals to Town 
for Change 


The following communication has been 
received from Fred E. Cheever: 
To the Citizens of Andover: 

On October 15, 1934 the petitioner pur- 
chased the Francis H. Johnson Estate, 
comprising of 37 acres, for the purpose of 
developing the property into attractive 
lots and homes. 

In April 1935 my engineer went all over 
the bounds and laid same out into 90 odd 
lots and six streets. The lots averaged 
10,000 square feet and many running to 
15 and 18 thousand square feet. 

After the plan and blue prints of same 
were made the petitioner presented the 
plans to the Board of Survey, Dr. Daly, 
Mr. Shepard and Mr. Collins, which were 
unanimously approved, which was before 
the Zoning By-Laws went into effect, but 
not recorded. 

The fact that one end of Cheever Circle, 
which runs from Elm street, through the 
development to Walnut avenue, was 
brought to a certain line in order to get the 
proper grade for sewer, water and ledge, 
two lots came under 10,000 square feet, 
lot number 76, corner of Walnut avenue 
and Cheever Circle is 9,178 square feet 
and lot number 79, 8,955 square feet. 

The Zoning By-Laws were adopted in 
March 1986 and as the above two lots are 
under 10,000 square feet come under the 
following section, 12, giving the Board of 
Appeals power 

“To adapt the requirements of this 
By-Law to irregular, narrow, or shallow 
lots or those unusual either in shape or 
topography, provided that the spirit and 
intent of this By-Law with regard to open 
spaces is preserved.” 

My attorney asked for a hearing to 
have these two lots allowed. The hearing 

was held July 30, 1987 and request denied 


by letter, received September 29, 1937. 

No person appeared at the hearing to 
object to having these two lots allowed 
and owing to the above circumstances the 
petitioner feels the variance should be 
granted. 

Considering that the Board of Appeals 
consisting of Attorney James S. Eastham, 
Walter M. Lamont and Selectman Roy 
E. Hardy rejected the petitioner's re- 
quest, the petitioner and other voters now

Officials to Meet 
with TPA Tonight 


Directors Hope for Expression 
of Opinion on Long-time 
Planning 


All the town officials have been invited 
to a round-table meeting tonight by the 
directors of the Andover Taxpayers’ 
association, in the lower town hall starting 
at eight. The purpose of the meeting is to 
discuss a proposal for long-time planning 
of extraordinary expenditures. It is a plan 
which was suggested indirectly to the 
association when Selectman Howell Shep- 
ard stated in a talk last summer that his 
departments do apportion their special 
expenditures over the years so that in no 
one year is the burden too high. The direc- 
tors have not as yet reached any conclu- 
sion on the advisability of the plan. 

The letter to the departments read in 
part: 

Briefly the plan would be an attempt 
to allocate appropriations for all special 
departmental expenditures, such as re- 
placement of equipment, large construc- 
tion jobs, ete., over a period of years so 
that the total amount spent in each year 
for this purpose would be approximately 
the same. It would involve the listing of 
possible special expenditures by each 
department for a period of say five years 
together with the year in which it is be- 
lieved each expenditure would be made. 
Then at a conference of all departments 
these appropriations would be allotted 
over this period of five years.

Town welfare agent Arthur Cole sent 
the coins to Washington through the 
bank, and in place of the fused metal the 
government returned $1.25 in red-tape- 
less speed. And almost as fast as the 
federal government renewed the money,

he had written the above statement, and 
added to it: “I wish to refer to the man- 
ner of speech, patience, interest mani- 
fested by all, calculated not to embarrass 
me, and to make me feel welcome and on 
equal station with them. To me it is 
magnificent.” 

And what had been done? The above 
picture shows in the foreground the 
ruins of Mr. Henuset’s old camp, a lone 
chimney with the guilty stove beside it, 
and the badly burned bedframes at the 
left. At the rear a new camp is being 
built, with a carpenter putting shingling 
on. There are two rooms, and the hen- 
house attached. He was able to save most 
of his hens from the fire, and he also 
has a number of ducks. From these he 
ekes out his living, from them alone he 
had planned—at the age of 62—to start 
his life all over again with capital of four 
fused coins! A person whose home is 
burnt out, who is left destitute, deserves 
help; a person who with an indomitable 
spirit like Mr. Henuset’s has the world 
indebted to him. It owes him help. 
Town officials, the Red Cross, friends, 
Phillips academy students—they all 
pitched it. Wood Hill road has seen in the 
past few weeks probably more people 
than it ordinarily saw in a half-year. 
And up on Wood Hill road today there is 
a 62-year-old man made supremely 
happy, not so much at having a new 
camp, not so much at being given a new 
stove, a bed, clothing ete., but at coming 
to the realization after 62 years of hard 
knocks that there are people in this 
greedy old world of ours who would give 
of their time and effort without expecting 
a single thing in return. What he may not 
realize is that the happiness they re- 
ceived in helping him is worth far more 
than anything else they could expect in 
return.

The mail carriers will deliver the census 
cards on next Tuesday, and will collect 
them on the following Saturday. The 
cards should be filled out by all persons 
unemployed or partly unemployed, any- 
one wanting work or more work, those on 
the W.P.A., N.Y.A., and C.C.C. 

Only one card will be left at each house, 
unless the carrier has reason to believe 
that there are more than one unemployed 
in the house. Additional cards may be 
obtained at the post office. 

All information will be treated confi- 
dentially, and will be used only statisti- 
cally to aid in formulating a work pro- 
gram, etc., in Washington.
